IN THE city of Chicago during the present spring the 
public has been treated to the spectacle of a number of 
“freak” strikes which have excited gen- 


oe eral disgust among all classes of the com- 
r?) sé ” : ° ; 
Strikes. munity. At one time there were half a 


dozen such strikes in progress in the 
city, all of which reflected upon the common sense of 
those concerned. A sample of these strikes was seen 
when more than 2,500 men, engaged in the erection of 
a large industrial plant, laid down their tools simply 
because nobody could determine which of twelve labor 
unions had the right to cut the holes required in the 
foundation and walls of the building. 

This tremendous “issue”. is a fair sample of the 
causes which led to the spring epidemic of “freak’’ 
strikes in Chicago, and a fair sample of the causes of 
similar’ strikes that frequently occur in all parts of 
the country. The Chicago Tribune gives the following 
list of other labor “puzzles” that have been respon- 
sible for strikes this season: 


Who should build a door in’ a house, a carpenter or 4 
wood worker? 
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Is the setting of a screw in a belt shaft the work of a 
machinist or an elevator constructor? 
: Has a marble setter the right to spread cement on the 
back of a slab of marble? 

If a nonunion waiter is carrying beer in a summer garden, 
should a union painter work in the place? 

Is.2 man who runs a “donkey” engine an engineer or a 
fireman? 


The strikes growing out of these truly ridiculous 
questions haye involved large numbers of men, have 
delayed construction work, and have caused all the 
parties concerned much valuable time and no little 
money. 

In the case of the dispute about the building of a 
door, several hundred men were affected and the fight 
grew so bitter that an official of the woodworkers’ 
union, it is said, was compelled to seek police pro- 
tection against attacks by members of the rival union. 
The strike over the setting of a screw in a belt shaft 
involved only two men and a boy, but the contractors 
for a great new bank building found it impossible to 
install any elevator machinery until the dispute was 
settled. In this case it is also said that two sets of 
employers arrayed themselves against one another and 
urged the respective unions concerned to “stand pat.” 

Such disputes as this constitute a decided menace 
to the well-being of any industrial community. They 
alienate from all concerned that sympathy of the 
public without which few strikes can succeed. They 
simply disgust the public with the ridiculous demands 
of labor on the one hand, or, it may be, with the un- 
compromising attitude of the employers on the other. 
They arouse public sentiment against the strike, which 
is the most powerful weapon in the hands of organized 
labor, and should be resorted to, if at all, only in the 
same spirit in which all deadly weapons should be 
used—only in cases of absolute necessity, when all 
other methods of redress or self-protection fail. 

“Freak” strikes, such as are typified by the Chicago 
disturbances recently recorded, are the embodied 
essence of stupidity. The general public can only 
hope that they should fail of their object, as they de- 
serve to fail, because they are stupid. 





THE value of the iron_and steel exports from the 
United States in the fiscal year which ends with June 
30 will aggregate approximately 175 mil- 
Our Iron and io dollars, against 57 millions a decade 
Bean ago and 16 millions in 1887. . 
This rapid growth in the exportation 
of iron and steel manufactures is especially interesting, 
in view of the fact that finished manufactures form a 
larger percentage of the grand total in this group than 
is the case in any other of the great groups of articles 
classed as manufactures, In copper exportations, the 
group of second rank, a large proportion of the value 
occurs in a class which has undergone but a slight 
process of manufacture, namely, copper in ingots, bars, 
and plates; and this is also true of wood manufactures, 
of which lumber, sawed timber, and shooks form a 
large percentage of the total exports.. In the case of 
iron and steel, however, finished articles form a large 
share of the rapidly growing total. Of the 132 million 
dollars’ worth of iron and steel manufactures exported 
in the nine months ending with March, 1907, nearly 7 
million dollars’ worth consisted of locomotives ; nearly 
6 millions, sewing machines ; 4% millions, t-pewriters ; 
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over 6 millions, electrical machinery ; nearly 7 millions, 
metal-working machinery; over 17 millions, miscel- 
laneous machinery not separately specified; nearly 
11 millions, builder’s hardware, including locks, hinges, 
saws, tools, etc.; more than 6 millions, steel rails; and 
about 5 millions, structural iron and steel. 

The high grade manufactures of iron and steel ex- 
ported from the United States find a wide distribution 
and are accepted in every part of the world. Of the 
nearly 11 million dollars’ worth of builders’ hard- 
ware exported in the nine months ending with March 
last, Canada, the United Kingdom, and Australia were 
the largest purcliasers, the total to Canada being nearly 
2 million dollars, that to the United Kingdom 1™% 
millions, and to Australia 1% millions; while three- 
fourths of a million dollars’ worth went to Germany 
and more than half a million dollars’ worth to Ar- 
‘gentina. Of the nearly 7 million dollars’ worth of 
metal-working machinery exported during the nine 
months under consideration, Europe was the chief pur- 
chaser, the value sent to Germany having been 134 
million. dollars; to the United Kingdom, 1% millions ; 
to Belgium and Italy, each about three-fourths of a 
million dollars, and to other European countries about 
one-half million dollars. 

The whole world buys from us but not in quantities 
commensurate with our actual importance in the world 
of trade. By and bye we shall wake up and come 
into our own as an exporting people. 








IN THE important matter of encouraging that form 
of higher education which includes industrial training, 
Austria has taken many steps in advance 
Trade and its trade schools justly enjoy a good 
—- reputation among other nations, even 

Austria. . ae eta 
serving as models for similar institutions 

elsewhere. 

For thirty-five years the comprehensive system of 
industrial education which now prevails in Austria 
has been in course of evolution, the most important 
development having occurred since 1897. To-day the 
Austrian government deems it imperative to employ 
the most efficient means of industrial education in order 
to maintain competition with foreign countries, in view 
of the industrial progress of the world. 

There are seven classes of technical schools in Aus- 
tria, including schools which give complete instruction 
in a certain trade; schools in which tradesmen may 
obtain further instruction in their special trade, and 
primary schools giving preparatory instruction in tech- 
nical matters. It is reported that after these thirty- 
five years of experience in industrial education, the 
Austrian government finds that the best results are 
attained by those schools which require as one of the 
terms of admission some years’ previous practice in 
workshops, such pupils forming the most promising 
material and proving the more eager students. 

The Austrian system includes scientific institutions 
of industrial education with higher aims, such as the 
Technological Trade Museum of Vienna, which has a 
special metal-trade department. Such large state insti- 
tutions in Vienna had an attendance in 1906 of 2,435 
‘pupils. 

Then there are twenty-one state trade schools in 
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Austria, established for the purpose of furnishing | ¢y- 
eral technical education in the trades and indu. -j,| 
arts. Would-be pupils in these must have pas: | , 
period of eight years in the public schools and the | ¢,) 
attendance at present in the Austrian schools of :}j, 
type is 12,566 pupils. 

There are next special schools for the building tr. jc; 
—a comparatively new departure and thus far © j- 
nently successful, the two institutions of this )\n( 
already open having an attendance of 609 pupils, these 
being largely journeymen carpenters seeking further 
instruction in their trade. 

Special schools for specific trades have also been 
established with a view to meeting the particular needs 
of their respective localities. Of this type there exist 
at the present time 82 state schools, attended by 10,382 
pupils, and 75 schools subsidized by the state. 

Then there are six state schools and five subsidized 
schools for handicraftsmen and four special schools for 
industrial drawing. 

But by far the greater number of trade schools in 
Austria are general schools for instruction in the 
trades and in mechanical drawing, including institu- 
tions where the course is annexed to the public school. 
These number altogether 1,000 schools and are attend- 
ed by 130,000 pupils. They are subsidized by the gov- 
ernment and for the most part supported by the 
municipalities. 

As a specific example of the methods employed in 
the Austrian schools, we .may cite the case of the 
Technological Trade Museum of Vienna. This is one 
of the most important institutions for industrial edu- 
cation in Austria, The departments comprise those for 
instruction in the chemical trades, including dyeing, 
food chemistry and analysis, and for instruction in the 
metal and electrotechnical trades, etc. 

The metal-trade department consists of a lower and 
a higher grade. All pupils seeking admission must 
have reached the age of fourteen years, passed the ex- 
amination of the public school, and be considered 
physically fit. Such pupils are accepted on two months’ 
probation. The instruction covers matters of general 
education and all things treated of in the metal in 
dustry—i. e., language, mathematics (arithmetic, ge- 
ometry, algebra, trigonometry, etc.), free-hand draw- 
ing, physics, mechanics, mechanical technology o! 
metals, general chemistry (organic and inorganic), 
trade hygiene, and general practice in workshops. The 
course for the lower grade is concluded in four years, 
that of the higher grade for more advanced study 
necessitating attendance for an additional two years. 
The formal entrance fee is 4 kronen (krone equals 20.3 
cents), the cost for one year for Austrian youths being 
240 kronen, and for those of other nationality 34: 
kronen. 

In instances where the pupils are unable to pay, in 
the metal-trade department and others, arrangements 
are made for partial or entire exemption from all ex- 
penses and there are numerous scholarships awarded 
throughout the empire. 

In view of the gradual awakening of interest in the 
United States in the matter of technical education, the 
methods and experience of the Austrian government 
are full of interest for investigators of the subject. 
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RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

jn a recent issue of Selling Magazine, the clever 
\ew York exponent of “higher efficiency in marketing 
machinery, tools, equipment and supplies,” I find an 
article by Mr. James H. Collins on the subject, “How 
to (rganize a ‘Graveyard.’” At first sight this does 
not seem a very promising subject for handling in a 
live magazine, but there is nothing funereal or even 
moribund about Mr. Collins’ matter. The graveyard 
to which he refers is the kind of graveyard main- 
tained by the great daily newspapers—not a private 
burial-place for beings unfortunate enough to have 
had a personal argument with the editor, but a filing- 
place for clippings of all kinds that may be found use- 
ful at some time or other and are carefully put away 
for future reference. Thus, when anybody of local, 
state or national importance dies, or marries, or breaks 
a bank, or commits suicide, or elopes with another 
man’s wife, or is indicted by a grand jury, or is elect- 
ed to congress, or becomes President, a trip to the 
newspaper graveyard will yield clippings sufficient 
to furnish columns of “copy” on the subject. Mr. 
Collins urges the adoption of a similar method by 
business houses, manufacturers, and others for filing 
away trade literature and clippings that may be needed 
at some future time. 

Most careful hardware dealers have some system 
of their own for preserving business literature. The 
important catalogues from which they buy goods from 
time to time are or should be carefully preserved, each 
in its proper place, ready for reference at a moment’s 
notice. But the columns of a representative trade 
journal, like THe American ArTISAN for instance, 
contain in the course of a year innumerable articles 
on technical subjects and items of trade information 
which many a reader would like to preserve but fails 
to do so for lack of a system of filing such matter. 

In his article-on organizing a “graveyard,” Mr. Col- 
lins adyocates the use of a system of envelopes for 
filing trade journal clippings, each envelope .marked 
with the name of some particular subject in which 
the owner is interested. He would have such a 
“graveyard” in every business establishment and be- 
lieves it would be found a valuable adjunct to the 
business. 

I fully agree with Mr. Collins as to the advisability 
of preserving for reference much of the matter that 
appears in the columns of a journal like this—matter 
prepared with considerable expenditure of time and 
effort and study for the benefit of the reader, and 
oftentimes cast aside when the freshness of the jour- 
nal has worn off or the succeeding issue arrives. Mr. 
Collins’s idea is well worth consideration. 

Methods of preserving clippings for ready reference 
will suggest themselves to anyone who gives the 
subject more than a moment’s thought. Any “grave- 
yard” for filing them away is preferable to the waste 
basket.

The fact that it pays to advertise is not of modern 
discovery nor is the knowledge of the fact by any 
means confined to the United States, though we may 
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justly claim to lead the world in advertising. Across 
the Atlantic they can give us one or two pointers in 
the game. For an instance we are gravely pointed to 
an inscription on a tombstone in a churchyard at 
Greenwich, England, which reads as follows: 
Here lies 
CLARINDA 
Wife of Joseph Grant, 
Who Keeps a Chemist Shop at 
No. 21 Berkeley Road, Greenwich, 
And deals only in the 
Purest Drugs. 


The nearest approach to this that I know of on this 
side of the big water was the act of the noted Mon- 
treal character, Joe Beef, of “canteen” fame, who 
hired a brass band to head his wife’s funeral procession 
and instructed the leader to play “The Girl I Left Be- 
hind Me,” on the return from the grave.

In several respects the labor conditions in China are 
the exact reverse of those in the United States. In 
this country the commonest laborer receives, not 
merely a living wage, but one that compares favorably 
with the pay of many European mechanics, while the 
skilled American mechanic receives a wage that often 
exceeds the pay of those in the same employ who are 
engaged in clerical work. 

In the Chinese Empire, on the contrary, the pay of 
the clerk is usually more than double that of the me- 
chanic or artisan, while all classes of labor are reim- 
bursed at a rate that appears ridiculous when com- 
pared with the figures that prevail in the United 
States. 

Harry L. Paddock, our consul at Amoy, in a report 
on the scale of wages paid in China, gives the follow- 
ing figures to represent the daily returns in United 
States money for labor done by various classes of 
Chinamen: Laborer, to cents; mason, I5 cents; arti- 
san, 10 cents to 20 cents, and clerk, 40 cents to 50 cents 
a day. 

When you feel down in the mouth, my dear wage- 
earning friend, and can hear nothing in fancy but the 
hooting of the owl, the croaking of the raven and 
other doleful sounds, just brace up for a moment and 
consider how far superior your lot in life is to that of 
the Chinese wage worker. If human happiness is all 
a matter of comparative fate, as many people profess 
to believe, then should the American wage-earner be 
the happiest human creature on earth.

THE MAIL-ORDER STEEL RANGE. 











A farmer in looking over one of the mail-order con- 
cern’s catalogues not long since, noticed that the price 
on nails was very low, and, having use for some, his 
wife also urged him to get her a “steel range.” So 
he sent an order for one keg of nails and the range, 
says the Home Trade Journal of Peoria, Ill. We are 
reliably informed that the range is iow in the old 
scrap iron pile, and that the mail order house. made 
two dollars on the range for every cent they lost on 
the nails. : 

“The railroad companies lately have -been consid- 
erably annoyed by claims made for breakage of stoves 
and ranges, shipped from the big mail order houses. 
An investigation made shows that many of these job- 
lot concerns send out stoves so slighted in the making 
or made of such poor iron that the least jar breaks 
them. Cheapest cast iron is used, where good steel 
Should te and the castings are made so light that the 
stoves are of little value. 

When buying goods remember that every kind and 
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‘Ja. of goods has a real value, and this is based upon 
the cost of the raw materials, the price of the labor in 
prolucing it and the cost of marketing. Whenever 
there are big bargains offered in any line be caretul 
and see that you are not getting an inferior article. 
\When good steel ranges are worth $40 to $50 it would 
be « foolish farmer who would think he was getting 
the best for $27.50. It is an actual fact that it costs 
rwo and one-half times as much to build a good steel 
range as it costs to mold one of those mail order 
house ranges.

John A Walker. 

John A. Walker, vice-president and treasurer of the 
Joseph Dixon Crucible Company, Jersey City, New 
Jersey, died at his residence in that city, May 234d, 
after an illness of about a month which was not ex-

pected to result seriously, Mr. Walker having gone 
home on April 24th for what was supposed to be a few 
days’ rest. Complications, however, set in and death 
resulted. 

Mr. Walker was born in New York City, September 
22, 1837. He was educated in the Brooklyn schools 
and received his early business training in the city of 
New York. After serving with credit in the Civil 
War Mr. Walker became connected with the firm of 
Joseph Dixon & Company in 1867. Only a few 
weeks ago he celebrated the fortieth anniversary of 
his connection with the company, when he was the 
recipient of many congratulations from his great circle 
of friends. 

In 1868, when the firm was incorporated as the 
Joseph Dixon Crucible Company; Mr. Walker be- 
came secretary and entered actively upon the work of 
making known to the industrial world the many pos- 
sible uses of graphite. In 1891 he was elected vice- 
president and treasurer and held these two offices con- 
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tinuously until his death, the general management of 
the company being also largely in his care. 

Born of Scottish parents, Mr. Walker possessed the 
traits that have brought success to Scotsmen in all 
parts of the world. He was a good man in every sense 
of the term and enjoyed the unbounded respect and 
admiration of all with whom he came in contact, 
whether in business life or in the social and charitable 
activities which he loved so well. He held several im- 
portant public positions in his home city, dis- 
charging the duties of all of them with the greatest 
credit to himself and satisfaction to his fellow-citizens. 
He was an untiring worker and his activities outside 
of the important duties devolving upon him in con- 
nection with the Joseph Dixon Crucible Company 
were remarkable. 

As an officer of insurance and financial companies 
and commercial bodies in New York and Jersey City, 
and of many social organizations, his business acumen 
and experience were always at the service of his asso- 
ciates, who honored him as a most estimable man of 
affairs and grew to love him for his attractive per- 
sonality and moral worth. He leaves a widow who, 
with his business associates, will have the sincerest 
sympathy of all Mr. Walker’s friends and they are 
numbered by the thousand, being found in all parts of 
the United States and in many foreign cities.

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Should the Ton Be Standardized? 





The letters published in the May 25 issue of THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN, giving the views of a number 
of representative firms in the metal trade regarding 
the question whether the ton should be standardized 
and made uniform in all the states of the Union, at a 
weight of either 2,000 pounds or 2,240 pounds, were 
evidently read with much interest. : 

The curious diversity. of the opinions expressed, 
varying from the idea that the English standard 
weight of 2,240 pounds should be adopted in this 
country to the contrary opinion that the short ton 
of 2,000 pounds is preferable, has been somewhat of 
an eye-opener to those who could see no reason for 
raising the question and believed it to be of little 
moment. 

A second batch of interesting letters upon the sub- 
ject is presented herewith and it will be seen that a 
similar variety of views prevails among the writers. 





Says 2,000 Lbs. Should Be Standard. 
To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

We note the statement that the standard ton through- 
out the United States on all metal goods in our line is 2,000 
Ibs. The 2,240 lbs. is the old English standard, as you are 
aware, tons, cwt. qrs., lbs., and on all material imported from 
English territory 2,240 lbs. in their standard. We however, 
consider 2,000 lbs., which is universal in this country, should 
be standard weight for the United States and her posses- 
sions, 

We only know of one difference in this country and 
that is in the State of Pennsylvania. In anthracite and bi- 
tuminous coal the legislature-some years ago fixed the stand- 
ard weight at 2,240 lbs. and there was quite a contest at the 
last session of the legislature, which has just adjourned, 
to make the standard 2,000 lbs. and judging fram the vote and 
influence used we have not the least doubt that the next 
session will adopt 2,000 lbs. as a standard.

Our opinion is that 2,240 pounds on everything would 
be much better, as it is more generally understood and more 
largely used.

Regarding the question of any difficulty in buying or s:|]- 
ing steel according to the term of “one ton” we beg to state 
that in the United States it is universally understood that 
when a firm orders steel by the ton they expect to reccive 
2,000 Ibs. and we always understand it that way. However, in 
nearly all cases where large quantities are involved, we in- 
variably make it a habit to state “gross tons” and we put 
the weight down in brackets (2,240 Ibs.) 

On account of this great care which we have been taking 
with this matter, always being very specific, we have never 


‘experienced any difficulty in that respect.

It is usually allowed that in the conversion between the 
raw material to the finished, there is a loss in the heating 
and rolling and scrap which will take up the difference be- 
tween the net and gross ton.

We can appreciate, however, 
that there is considerable confusion from the fact that there 
is no accepted standard and that it is always necessary to 
Specify 2,000 or 2,240 Ibs. We would think that the adoption 
of a 2,000-lb. ton would be much more satisfactory.

One of the greatest problems of to-day which a 
merchant has to solve, is how to influence trade. 

Naturally, the first thing to do is to use the news- 
papers freely. Let the public know who you are, 
what you are, and impress upon them that you are 
alive and up-to-date, and in position to give them good 
value for their money. 

And when you have advertised, be sure that you 
have the goods which are, in every particular, all you 
claim for them, so that your patrons will have confi- 
dence in you and your goods. If you can’t get their 





confidence your efforts to get their trade will be in 
vain. 

The first step toward gaining the confidence of the 
public will be in the appearance of your store. Let 
a customer come into your store and find everything 
topsy-turvy and he will at once lose confidence in you 
as a storekeeper. 

To my judgment the window is the index to the 
whole store. 

When you see a nice window display, just step in- 
side. and you will find, without single exception, a 
well arranged store. You will find each class of 
goods, arranged to good advantage and well displayed. 
No jumbled-up goods there. 

Ninety-nine chances out of a hundred, when you 
see a store with attractive window display, inside you 
will find energetic, industrious clerks and a prosper- 
ous business. 

In talking to merchants who do not pay attention to 
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window displays, it is almost a universal opinion th 
it is too much work and expense for the results o| 
tained. Also that it takes a window dresser of e> 
perience to make an attractive window. 

This is a very erroneous idea. For instance, th 
display for which THE AMERICAN ARTISAN recent! 
awarded me the second prize in its contest, took m 
just two days’ work in arranging at intervals when | 
was not busy waiting on trade.

There isn’t a store in the country but what has a 
clerk who could with a little time, a few cents, and the 
good will of his proprietor, make a window which 
would attract a great deal of attention, and draw trade 
enough to pay his time and the few cents spent many 
times over. 

The results obtained from success in window dress- 
ing will fire the ambition of any clerk, and lead to bet- 
ter arrangement and display throughout the store.

THE HESSLER RURAL MAIL BOX. 








A rural mail box of which it is claimed that one and 
a half million have been. sold up to date is found in 
“the Hessler,” manufactured by H. E. Hessler Com- 
pany of Syracuse, New York. This box is made of 
No, 22 galvanized steel and is 18 inches long and 634 
inches in diameter. It has been approved by the 
postmaster-general and has many recommendations. 
It is described as coated with weatherproof aluminum 
bronze and neatly stenciled with coach black of good 
wearing qualities. The cover is hinged on eight- 
pound tin rivets and is self-closing and self-locking, 
the latch being made of No. 13 brass spring wire, so

nails are sent with each box. 

The boxes are packed one dozen to a crate, shipping 
at 80 pounds to the crate.

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

in your issue of May 11th, Brother A. A. Jones 
says, in regard to my version of his steel square prob- 
len: “Now, mathematically, Brother Osborne, you 
are perhaps right, but my problem is a steel square 
problem, and if you can give me any other figures on 
the steel square, other than five inches on the tongue 
and twelve inches on the blade, to cut.an octagon in 
a miter box, you will confer an everlasting favor.” 

Now I will answer these remarks in the order in 
which they appear. 

Yes, I believe I.am mathematically correct in the 
statements I made in the article which appeared in 
the April 27th issue, and that 4 and the decimal 








.9705632 and 12 are the correct figures to make an 
octagon cut, ° 

Yes, Brother Jones, I noticed that your problem 
was in reference to the steel square, and so was my 
answer. And if I am mathematically right, then it 
necessarily follows that I am also right as to the steel 
square, for a first-class steel square is mathematically 
correct, 

And now in regard to the figures other than 5 and 
12 for cutting an octagon in a miter box, I do not 
suppose that any others are needed for ordinary work, 
although 4 31/32 and 12 are more nearly correct. As 
4 31/32 is almost the same as 4.9705632 (being exactly 
4.96875), it may be used to advantage if your square 
has the 32nd on, and if not, then guess at one half a 
16th less than 5. I know that in cutting sheet metal 
these figures make a more perfect octagon than 5 and 
12, but as § and 12 have a tendency to make the point 
just a trifle long, and in cutting some kinds of lumber 
in a miter box the saw inclines to run slightly more 
across the grain of the wood than the exact line of the 
guides, the variation might be thus corrected by ac- 
cident instead of by design. 

In the accompanying cut is shown, at A, the differ- 
ence between the angle of the square placed at 5 and 
12, and the angle of the diameter of a true octagon. 
This difference amounts to almost one-half a degree. 

The angle where the extremity of a diameter meets 
the end of one of the sides of the octagon (say at B in 
the cut) is 6734°, and the angle of the tongue of the 
square at the same point, when placed as shown, with . 
the figures 5 and 12 on the line of the side, is only 
a very slight fraction more than 67°. 

And now, Brother Jones, let us “saw off,” and let 
the slight difference on this question offset the frac- 
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tion of difference on the sailing-vessel question re- 
cently, and shake hands and still be friends. _

While it may be true that the Jobbers’ Association of 
Philadelphia have during the past few years considered trade 
protection something which was due the master, the recog- 
nition of this fact was not put in practice in the manner it 
should have been, and the established customs of former 
years having enlarged, have gradually worked havoc with 
the business of the master, so that now he is compelled to in- 
sist on some method being adopted to better protect his trade, 
and to regain, if possible, that which has been lost through 
the encroachments.of others, by the sale of material, from 
which source he derives his greatest benefit, and it is hoped 
that the jobber will be in accord, MASTER.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

As was anticipated last week the volume of busi- 
ness in the hardware trade for the month of May has 
shown some ‘falling off from the record of April and 
also that of March, which was an exceptionally good 
month, but May sales are believed to compare very 
favorably with those of the corresponding month last 
year. The demand for sporting goods, which was 
somewhat retarded by the cold weather that generally 
prevailed during the first part of the month, is now on 
in full force and promises to continue lively through- 
out the month of June. 

There is less complaint of delayed deliveries from 
the manufacturers, though the car shortage is still 
the cause of some annoyance. The business in fishing 
tackle, etc., is now very good and most retailers are 
devoting considerable attention to this line. 

Prices are well maintained in all lines and have 
been advanced on brass and bronze screws. 

The strong demand for wire nails and wire netting 
continues and prices on all wire products are firmly 
maintained. ' 

Prices on wire products to jobbers are as follows 
in carload lots per 100 pounds; retailers 5 cents ad- 
ditional: Wire nails, $2; plain wire, $1.85; painted 
barb wire, $2.15; galvanized barb wire, $2.45. 

A strong tendency is noted to include automobile 
supplies in hardware stocks in order to supply the 
large and growing demand for such goods.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“Sales during the week have averaged well. Some large 
tonnage has been closed, but as a whole buying has been 
somewhat quieter than up to the time of our last report. 
There is continued interest manifested in business for the 
first quarter and first half of the next year. _ Business in 
spot iron shows improvement. Consumption seems to be 
progressing without any let-up whatever. All available ton- 
nage for this year in regular foundry grades seems to have 
been contracted for. About all that will be on the market 
promises to be off grades, or high silicon make, for which 
the furnaces do not take contracts generally for any ex- 
tended period. 

“Furnaces are in a very secure position and are not forcing 
business in any way. Large buying of steel rails has given 
the mills assurance that by the first of July there is every 
prospect that tonnage placed for 1908 delivery will exceed 
amount placed for the same period of this year, which on 
account of the delay in closing this business in the early 
months of 1907 is very satisfactory. 

“Stocks of British iron are reported to be about 400,000 
tons the middle of May, as against 785,000 tons the same 
time last year. With the demand made on English stocks by 
Germany and America, which demand does not abate in the 
least, the position of the British iron maker is a strong one. 
Prices in England have advanced steadily; this, together with 
the increased freight, makes the imported iron now coming 
in much more expensive than any time heretofore. Even 
at this the movement is heavy and prospects are good for a 
continuance for several months. 

“Coke is in better shape than a week ago. There is still 
much variation in prices and considerable material offered. 
The week has seen a large number of consumers contract 
for their requirements covering six months or a year ahead, 
and ‘probably more of this businéss has been closed than 
during any like period since the spring of 1906. In some 
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instances this has resulted in the withdrawal of quotations by 
the leading makers in the districts interested, as the tonnage 
closed has been large. Movement is good, but at many 
points labor is scarce and the output is limited to a third or 
half of normal manufacture.” 


Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“For a year now the iron business of the country has 
been done under high pressure. There has never been in 
the history of the trade such a long-continued period of 
advancing prices and of a sustained market. We have grown 
so accustomed to the state of affairs that now exists that we 
have come to regard it as normal. To-day all the furnace 
companies in the country have their order books full. As a 
rule, most of them are somewhat behindhand on contract 
shipments, and the only iron free to sell for quick shipment 
is an odd lot now and then, which happens because of its 
chemical composition or grade, not to apply on orders already 
taken. A consumer coming into the market and wishing to 
buy, say, five hundred tons of No. 1 soft or No. 2 foundry, 
or even Gray Forge, for immediate delivery, would not find 
it. He would be able to secure a few carloads and that is 
about all. Furnaces absolutely have no stocks in reserve, 
and consumers are running along from hand to mouth. 
Consumption has been steadily increasing since the first of 
March. Production has also been increasing, but consumption 
has been keeping ahead in the race, and it does not seem 
likely that there will be any change for the balance of the 
year. In fact, this year seems so fixed and certain in this 
regard that consumers are already much concerned over their 
iron for next year, and we are having the entirely unprece- 
dented experience of purchasing in May for deliveries to be- 
gin in the next January. 

“There have been a great many 1908 inquiries this week. 
Most of them undoubtedly are simply efforts to secure in- 
formation, but actual business has been done, the prices as 
a rule being from fifty cents to a dollar under the asking 
prices for the last half of the year. Of course, there is no 
denying that buying at the present time for next year is 
entirely a matter of guesswork;, but the strength of the mar- 
ket is amply demonstrated by the fact that consumers are 
willing to guess so far ahead. 

“Coke is unusually active, as is natural, this being the 
time when a great deal of coke is bought for delivery over 
the ensuing year.”
